The Grayling Game Club is a Michigan 
non-profit corporation. The club owns 
approximately 2,000 acres, which it main- 
tains for the benefit of members for hunt- 
ing, fishing and snowmobiling and 
ORV/ATYV traveling. All members are 
stockholders, pay dues and some lease 
parcels which dwellings were built upon. 

“The primary stakeholder in the lawsuit 
is the game club,” Doherty said. 

Lake State Railway Inc., President and 
CEO James George, Chief Mechanical 
Olticer Alan Pinder, and Superintendent of 
Transportation Darel) Collins, are named 
as defendants in the lawsuit. According to 
Lake State Railway's website, George and 
Pinder are not listed among its corporate 
officers, but Collins stl maintains a posi- 
tion as the superintendent of car mainte- 
nance.

“We've got cracks all 
down the length of it,” 
Stephenson said, “Having an 
occasional crack somewhere 
is one thing, but what we 
have out there is unaccept- 
able.” 

Howard Haselschwardt, 
owner and an engineer from 
Northwest Design Group in 
Petoskey, said control joints 
cut into the sidewalks where 
supposed to be one-inch 
when the depth and width of 
the joint were cut. Instead, 
the contro! joints are one- 
quarter to one-half inch, and 
were not as weak as they 
should have been when the 
concrete cured. 

“Concrete doesn’t dry - it 
cures,” he said.’ When it 
cures it shrinks.” 

Haselschwardt said an 
epoxy could be placed over 
the top of the cracks, but 
they would — still show 
through. He said an engineer 
from his firm and two other 
firms inspected the side- 
walks in hopes of finding a 
possible solution. 

Haselschwardt said the 
cracks are more of an aes- 


thetic issue and he does not 
expect the cracks to expand 
or the slabs to move up and 
down since the sidewalks are 
heated to prevent snow and 
ice build up. 

“We found no good 
method to make a repair out 
there,” he said. 

Haselschwardt estimated 
it would cost $10,000 to 
$20,000 to replace the side- 
walks since the tubing and 
chemicals for the snowmelt 
system as well as the stecl 
used to hold the tubing in 
place and reinforce the sice- 
walks would need to be 
removed and replaced. 


“The snow melt system is 


the ‘biggy’ in there,” 
Haselschwardt said. 

The total project cost was 
$1.2 million, 7.5 percent or 
$85,036.63 above the origi- 
nal contract amount. There 
were 13 change orders dur- 
ing the course of the project. 

The county board had the 
option to levy liquidated 
damages, damages assessed 
for each day the project went 
beyond its completion date, 
which was 158 days - equal 
to $189,600. 

County officials, however, 
acknowledged that they 


asked for additional brick 
work and replacement of an 
electric panel used to control 
the building’s fire suppres- 
sion system, which added to 
ihe delay. 

“We asked for work that 
needed to be done while the 
contractor was here,” 
Stephenson said. 

Construction crews also 
broke a water main and had 
to unearth a huge chunk of 
concrete, which they did not 
know were located under- 
ground, when initial site 
work was completed. 

Traci Paige, project engi- 
neer from the Northwest 
Design Group, said $10,800 
in liquidated damages had 
already been assessed to 
Ripke Construction. 

“New dates were estab- 
lished, and those dates were 
then again exceeded,” she 
said, 

County officials said they 
have received several com- 
pliments regarding the build- 
ing project. 

“I'd like to say it was a 
beautiful job.” Lange said. 
“The project turned very 
nicely from both the general 
contractor and the engi- 
neers.”

Over the past year, the 
Baby Closet has assisted over 
110 families and 160. chil- 
dren in the community. 

Rose Mary Nelson, volun- 
teer coordinator for the Baby 
Closet, is pleased with its 
great success during the first 


year. 

“It is wonderful that the 
families see that items that 
are not needed by one family 
can be a Godsend or life 
saver to another family,” 
Nelson said. “They gift back 
to the Baby Closet routinely.” 

Lisa Burmeister, president 
of the Board of Directors for 
the Baby Closet, also reflect- 
ed on the last year. 

“Knowing that our chil- 
dren’s needs are being met is 
a heartwarming feeling,” she 
said.

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TAKING NEW pages from an 
old campaign book, national 
Republican leaders are unveiling a 
“Pledge to America” telling us 
what they plan to do if enough 
Republicans are elected to win 
control of the Congress in the 
November 2 election. 

Former US House Speaker Newt 
Gingrich of Georgia in 1994 spear- 
headed a “Contract with America” 
among Republican candidates for 
congress around the country and 
rode it into a Republican victory 
and the speaker’s job for himself, 

The essence of this year’s 
“Pledge to America” message is to 
turn around almost everything 
President Barack Obama has done 
or tried to do in his 2! months in 
office. 

Key spokesman for the drive is 
Rep. John Boehner of Ohio, GOP 
leader in the House, who is in line 
to become Speaker of the House if 
Republicans pick up the 39 votes 
they need to gain control. 

“Government 1s out of control 
and we need to rein it in,” said Mr, 


“Pledge.” 

As a side note, that’s several 
pages longer than the original 
United States Constitution, includ- 
ing the first LO amendments in the 
Bill of Rights. 

* * * 

SOME EXAMPLES of what the 
“Pledge” pledges: 

“We will roll back government 
spending to pre-stimulus, pre 
bailout levels ...” 

“We will cancel the Troubled 
Asset Relief Program (TARP) ...” 

“Congress should move imme- 
diately to cance! unspent ‘stimu- 
lus’ funds ...” 

“’.. we will immediately take 
action to repeal” the new National 
Health Care Plan. 

“We will put government on a 
path to a balanced budget.” 

“We will make the decisions that 
are necessary to protect our entitle- 
ment programs.” 

There are more “pledges,” of 
course, but these are examples of 
what Republicans are promising to 
do if they win in November. 


“Pledge” echoes many ideas pro- 
claimed by Tea Party backed can- 
didates and Tea Party rallies over 
the past year or so. 

* * * 

THE GOP PLEDGE provides 
voters a pretty good idea of what 
to expect if enough Republican 
candidates win in November to 
take over Congress, and in princi- 
pie that’s a good idea. 

With only 39 GOP pickups 
needed for party control in the 
House, at this point it seems very 
doable. 

Winning control of the Senate, 
however, is another matter. 
Democrats now control about 60- 
40, give or take an Independent 
here or there. Some Republican 
gains are likely in the Senate, too; 
and some brave forecasters are 
even talking about a pickup of 16 
Republican seats, although that 
seems quite stretched. 

Killing President Obama's 
already-adopted programs such as 
health care would require quite a 
bit of doing, however, considering 


or wholesale overhaul and the 
need for two-thirds votes in both 
chambers to overcome a veto. 

The “Pledge to America” to be 
taken seriously in Congress would 
require Republican contro! of both 
Senate and House to be effective. 

The alternative of shared control 
of Congress likely would be 
increased and even more extreme 
partisan wrangling from the outset 
and on most every level. 

The end result again will be 
bickering, infighting and inaction.

IN POLL AFTER poll of voter 
opinion, the constant message has 
been voter disgust with the way 
things have been going both in 
Lansing and in Washington. Voters 
blame incumbents of both parties. 

If voters decide to throw out 
incumbents regardless of party, 
then we’re right back where we are 
now. Of course, that won't happen, 
but experience and incumbency 
are not necessarily political assets 
this time around,

Pursuing a revolution 
in transportation 


Not long ago, I spoke to 
some of the brightest scien- 
tific, engineering and busi- 
ness minds in the nation at a 
National Academies — of 
Science conference in 
Livonia on the future of elec- 
tric vehicles. | want to share 
with you some of the 
thoughts I shared with them 
because I believe this topic is 
crucial to Michigan’s future 
and the nation’s. 

Already, we've accom- 
plished a lot when it comes 
to bringing electric vehicles 
to market. The federal gov- 
ernment invested more than 
$2 billion in advanced bat- 
teries and the associated 
technology we need to make 
mass-market electric vehi- 
cles a reality. That’s part of a 
$5 billion investment aimed 
at clectrifying - literally and 
metaphorically — the US. 
transportation sector, 

But the work is far from 
over. The next crucial step 1s 
figuring out how to make 
electric vehicles affordable 
and sustainable in an econo- 
my that has spent more than 
a century shackled to oi. 

How do we bring down 
the cost of these electric 
vehicles so that they’re not 
just for the wealthy and envi- 
ronmentally conscious, but 
affordable to familics who 
are stretching their pay- 
checks to make ends meet? 
How do we give drivers who 
have spent their lives know- 
ing there’s a gas station 
every mile down the road 
confidence that they’ll be 
able to recharge these new 
vehicles? How do we give 
them batteries they'll depend 
on? 

There is so much to do 


so many challenges ahead of 
us, now that we have turned 
a corner on the road toward 
electric vehicles. There is a 
common denominator run- 
ning through all these chal- 
lenges: the need for the 
determination to see things 
through. Ve need the deter- 
mination to support research 
and development of the tech- 
nologies that will make elec- 
tric vehicles practical; deter- 
mination to build the 
recharging stations and other 
infrastructure that drivers 
will need; determination (o 
find ways to generale the 
electricity to power these 
vehicles without adding even 
more carbon to our atmos- 
phere. 

We need that determina- 
tion, because I believe we 
have to fight — and win ~ a 
revolution in transportation, 
for the sake of our economy 
and for the sake of our plan- 
et. That includes the deter- 
Mination not to allow oil 
producers to throw us off our 
course toward energy inde- 
pendence by slashing the 
cost of olf, as they’ve 
promised to do if we ever 
come close to breaking our 
addiction to their product. 

Based on what we know 


today about technology 
development, consumer 
demand and government 


incentives, industry projec- 
tions indicate that U.S. pro- 
duction of plug-in hybrid 
and battery-clectric vehicles 
can reach 10 percent of new 
vehicles by 2020. 

But I asked those assem- 
bled scientists and engi- 
neers: “What would it take to 
double that goal or even to 
triple that goal?” 1 want 


them to tell us what they 
need to achieve a goal that 
could truly inspire a nation. 
What would it take to 
achieve a goal so bold that 
we can move beyond the 
back-and-forth about a mile- 
per-gallon here and there on 
fucl mileage standards, and 
instead start on a truly revo- 
lutionary path? 

A century and a half ago, 
in Port Huron, a young man 
working as a telegraph oper- 
ator spent his every spare 
moment buried in science 
and technology books. His 
name was Thomas Edison, 
and he combined that knowl- 
edge with his own remark- 
able vision and curiosity to 
begin a revolution — that 
would literally light the 
world. 

We are on the threshold of 
a second electric revolution, 
one that transforms our 
Streets and highways, our 
economy, and the fives of the 
millions of workers who 
could go to work producing 
vehicles that will dominate 
this century just as Edison’s 
light bulbs dominated the 
last. And in the process, that 
revolution can save the plan- 
et from the slow warming 
process that so fundamental- 
ly threatens us. 

The men and women of 
our research and develop- 
ment Jabs and innovative 
businesses can make that 
happen. I committed to 
them, and [ commit to you, 
that I will do everything | 
can to give them the tools 
and support they need to 
reach a goal worthy of a 
great nation,

August. Schearer stressed

mit the grant for the Tony 
Hawk Foundation’s next 
funding cycle, which begins 
on Oct. I. 

But Grayling City 
Manager/Police Chief Doug 
Baum said the foundation 
needed more information 


‘from the city including two 


bids from cement design 
contractors for the park and 
features which can be built 
into the park. 

Baum said the city will 
study moving the park to 
land behind the Grayling 
Fire Department if there are 
no issues with wetlands. The 
initial plan was to remove the 
skate park equipment during 
the winter so the area can 
still be used as an ice rink for 
skating and hockey games. 

Since the skate park has 
gathered so much momen- 
tum, city officials believe it is 
more prudent to have it locat- 
ed in its own permanent area, 

Baum said the city previ- 
ously applied for a grant 
from the Tony Hawk 
Foundation, and municipali- 
ties only get two shots to 
obtain funding. The city will 
submit the grant after Jan. 1, 
giving Shearer plenty of time 
to tie up loose ends. 

“If we don’t meet the 
guidelines, we're not going 
to be successful with our 
grant) application,” Baum 
said.

Be it ordained by the Grayling Charter Township 
Board of Trustees. County of Crawford, State of 
Michigan, as follows: 


SECTION 02 - TITLE 


This Ordinance shall be known and may be cited 
as the “The Grayling Charter Township Outdoor 
Wood Boiler (OWB) Ordinance,” and may be 
referred to herein as “this Ordinance”. 


SECTION 03 - PURPOSE 


A. The purpose of this Ordinance is to promote 
the public health, safety, and general welfare of 
the residents and properly owners of Grayling 
Charter Township and their overall economic and 
social well being, by conserving, improving and 
protecting its natural resources and environment 
and controlling air pollution and contamination 
through the regulation of OWBs with practical 
and reasonable methods. 


B, There are a myriad of factors regarding the 
design, installation and operation of OWBs that 
can lead to the creation of a nuisance 
condition(s) which could ultimately lead to a com- 
plaint(s) being filed against the owner of the 
OWB. This ordinance was developed and adopt- 
ed to address the lack of federal or state regula- 
tions, and to address complaints received from 
residents living in the vicinity of existing OWBs. 


SECTION 04 - AUTHORITY 


This Ordinance is ordained and enacted into law 
pursuant to the provisions of and in accordance 
with the State of Michigan's Michigan Zoning 
Enabling Act (Public Act 110 of the Public Acts of 
2006), as amended. 


SECTION 05 - DEFINITIONS 


A. Outdoor wood boiler (OWB) - Any equipment, 
device, appliance or apparatus, or any part 
thereof, which is installed, affixed or situated out- 
doors and is primarily hand-loaded for the pur- 
pose of combustion of fuel to produce heat or 
energy used as a component of a heating system 
providing heat for any interior space or water 
source. An outdoor wood boiler may also be 
referred to as an outdoor wood furnace, outdoor 
wood-fired hydronic heater or hydronic heater. 


B. Clean wood ~ wood that has not been paint- 
ed, stained or treated with a coating, glue or pre- 
servalive. 


C. Exhaust stack -- flue(s) that carry exhaust 
from an OWB firebox or burn chamber. 


SECTION 06 - GENERAL PROVISIONS 
A. Construction and inspection standards 


1. All manufactured and home-built OWBs are 
subject to permitting and inspection by the 
Grayling Charter Township Building Department. 
The number of necessary inspections will be 
determined by the Grayling Charter Township 
Building Official. The installation of all OWBs will 
necessilate a mechanical permit and those who 
incorporate electrical devices and/or water will 
necessitate electrical and/and plumbing permits 
and inspections. 


B. Uses and conditions of use 


1. OWBs are designed to provide heat to adja- 
cent buildings and shall not be used for general 
incineration of refuse, nor any other purpose. 

2. It shail be prohibited for the use of any OWB 
which causes or allows emissions that are injuri- 
ous to human, plant or animal life or which 
unreasonably interfere with the comfortable 
enjoyment of life of property. Examples of situa- 
tions demanding the ceasing of OWB operations 
include, but are not limited to:

E. Location of OWBs 


1. No OWB shall be located closer than 50-feet 
from any property boundary line. 

2. No OWB shall be located closer than 100-feet 
from any neighboring building 

2. No OWB shall be located closer than a dis- 
tance equal to the height of the 

3. OWBs Shall not be erected under or near 
overhanging tree branches, nor utility lines. 


F. Stack Height 


1. All OWBs shall have proper smoke exhaust 
slacks which exceed the height of all buildings 
and structures within 150-feet, by two-feet, but 
shall be no less than 16-feet in height. 

2. All smoke exhaust stacks shal! be properly 
supported by tie-down wires or Other approved 
devices, so as to withstand winds of up to 100- 
miles per hour. 


G. Maintenance of Stacks and Disposal of Ashes 


1. All OWB exhaust stacks shall be cleaned of 
soot and creosote buildup on an annual basis. 
2. Non-burnable ashes must be periodically 
removed and buried or spread on the property in 
the same manner as fertilizer. Piles of ashes are 
prohibited. 


SECTION 07 - REQUIREMENTS FOR EXIST- 
ING OUTDOOR WOOD BOILERS 


Any manufactured OWB which was installed and 
commenced operation prior to the adoption of 
this ordinance, shall comply with the manufactur- 
er’s instructions for installation and with these 
regulations upon adoption, except that compli- 
ance with Section 06.E and Section 06.F may be 
delayed until no later than September 30, 2012. 
Man-made OW8s must comply with all regula- 
tions within this ordinance upon adoption. 


SECTION 08 - ENFORCEMENT AND SANC- 
TIONS ‘ 


A. Any person who violates any provision of this 
ordinance is responsible for a 

municipal civil infraction, subject to payment of a 
civil fine, plus costs and other 

sanctions, for each violation (as authorized by 
Act 236 of the Public Acts of 

Michigan of 1961, as amended, the Grayling 
Charter Township Municipal Civil 

Infraction Ordinance (2010-01), and other laws). 


B. The Grayling Charter Township Ordinance 
Enforcement Officer, Zoning Administrator, 
Assistant Zoning Administrator, Authorized Fire 
Official, and Supervisor (in addition to any law 
enforcement official under the authority of 
Crawlord County), are hereby designated as an 
authorized official to issue municipal civil infrac- 
tion citations and municipal civil infraction notices 
for violations of this ordinance. 


C. In addition to any remedies available at law, 
the township may boring a court action for injunc- 
tion or other process against any person to 
restrain, prevent or abate any violation of this 
ordinance. 

D. In any litigation arising under this ordinance, 
testimony of non-compliance, which may include 
photos, attesting to or showing violations in oper- 
ation or erection of an OWB, shall constitute 
prima facie proof of violation of this ordinance. 


Section 09 ~ Severabillty 


The provisions of this ordinance of hereby 
declared to be severable, and if any clause, sen- 
tence, word, section or provision is declared void 
or unenforceable for any reason by any court of 
competent jurisdiction, it shall not affect any 
other portion of this ordinance. 


Section 10 - Effective Date 
This ordinance shall take effect 30-days after 
publication as required by law.

The fire burned down 
1,300 acres of forest, three 
homes and other buildings, 
located on Grayling Game 


Club property south of 


Grayling by Simpson Lake. 

According to the civil 
complaint, Lake — State 
Railway Inc, was, as a result 
of decisions and directives 
of the company officials or 
with their knowledge and or 
consent, operating one of its 
locomotives 
Grayling without spark 
arresting equipment — or 
spark arresting equipment 
that was not properly func- 
tioning. 

“They ran this train with- 
out proper equipment and 
knew that they didn’t have 
the proper equipment and it 


decimated the area south of 


Grayling and the Grayling 
Game Club — property,” 
Doherty said. “We have 
public policy in this state to 
protect trees and wildlife 
and Lake State Railway 
violated that.” 

The lawsuit alleges that 
the rail company owed the 
Grayling Game Club a duty 
to use due care in the con- 
duct of its business and 
operation of the locomotive, 
which included operating 
the locomotive with spark 
arresting equipment or 
other suitable devices to 
prevent the escape of fire or 
sparks. 

In addition, the rail com- 
pany did not properly main- 
tain the spark arresting 
equipment and otherwise 
have in place policies and 
procedures regarding the 
installation and mainte- 
nance of the spark arresting 
equipment.

The company is also 
accused of not keeping a 
proper look out for the pres- 
ence of fires at or near its 
tracks so it could take 
appropriate action to sup- 
press the fires and or warn 
fire fighting personnel, 
emergency responders and 
surrounding property own- 
ers. 

Finally, Lake State 
Railway Inc. failed to con- 
duct itself as a reasonably 
prudent railroad company 
would have under the cir- 
cumstances that existed. 

The lawsuit claims Lake 
State Railway Inc, is Hable 
for all damages caused by 
the fire, including, but not 
limited to the replacement 
cost of all real and personal 
property, cost to cure, 
diminished property value, 


diminished stock value, 
regeneration and repair 
costs, consequential dam- 
ages, non-economic dam- 
ages, costs and attorney 
{ces, 

The complaint also 


alleges that the fire caused 
an unlawful trespass upon 
the Grayling Game Club’s 
property, which resulted in 
the loss and damage and 
injury to thousands of trees 
for which the rail company 
is liable. 

Doherty argued that the 
company and its officers are 
jointly and severally liable 
because they instigated and 
or condoned the trespass. 
As a result, the complaint 
argues that the rai] company 
and its officers are Ilable to 
the plaintiffs for three times 
the amount of actual dam- 
ages plus other costs. 

Because the acts and or 
omissions were reckless 
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and committed in wanton 
disregard to plaintiff’s 
rights, the complaint says 
the Grayling Game Club 
and its members are entitled 
to exemplary damages, 
which are additional puni- 
tive damages which can be 
awarded by the court. 

Doherty said the 
Grayling Game Club is 
seeking $1 million for loss- 
es and damages. Since the 
amount in controversy 
exceeds $25,000, it is with- 
in the Crawford County 
Circuit Court’s jurisdiction, 

Chief 46th Circuit Court 
Trial Court Judge Janet M. 
Allen has been assigned to 
the case. 

Doherty spectalizes in 
trial litigation, but said he 
has handled cases involving 
the value of land and timber 
in the past. 

“At the end the day, it’s a 
claim for money damages,” 
he said, 

In March, Lake State 
Railway Inc. of Saginaw 
was arraigned in Crawford 
County District Court on a 
charge of Fires-Willfully- 
Setting-Forests, a 10-year 
felony which carries a 
$10,000 fine, and Forests- 
Fires-Rule Violations, a 90- 
day misdemeanor, which 
carries 90 days in jail and a 
$500 fine. 

The criminal case, filed 
by the Michigan Attorney 
General’s Office, said the 
huge wildfire fire resulted 
in an estimated $464,000 in 
timber damage, $370,000 in 
personal properly damage 
and $100,000 in fire sup- 
pression costs. 

A preliminary exam, 
where Syed Ahmed, an 
assistant Michigan Attorney 
General prosecuting — the 
case will present evidence 
against the railroad compa- 
ny, is scheduled at 2 p.m. on 
Tuesday, Nov. 16. 

Thomas A. Connolly, a 
Flushing attorney represent- 
ing Lake State Railway 
Inc., said he has yet to see 
the civil complaint from the 
Grayling Game — Club, 
which was filed = with 
Crawford County Circuit 
Court on Sept. 14. He added 
that discussions are conun- 
wing with the Attorney 
General's office on the 
criminal case, but otherwise 
had no comment, 
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
